hims.But as for vs, witly Da#id let vs goe vnto him by force of 
this right,ſaying with bim,O:-Lord our God we beſerch thee,&c. 
- Having ynderſtood the name of the place, with cther cir- 
cumſtances,ſet vs now examine the praiſe of King Dewidy 
vnto this place,wich theſe feete, by th:c ſame righr,tollowing 
the rue direction, hee runned in the time of the plague with 
bis family,the Elders of Ifracl, For he fled not co. his Caſtle, 
neither departed he cue of [ewrie, nor tranſported his family 
:nro another place, but as it 1s ſtoried, I. Chron, 21.2 6.( Hecal- 
led wpon the Lord.) Here is a foundation whereupon ſome 
prodijgall of theirlives, yncharitable toothers, proudein heir 
conceitcs,.. build the valawfulneſle: of departing out of the 
Contagious:places in the time of plague, condemning ic by 


thecxample of King Da-t4io generall, without any excepti- 


or,inall manner of perſons , which their vacharitable con- 
ceitl will not heere refute, ] referre the;Reader to thatlear- 
ned Treatiſe of that reucrend father,Theoderie Beaa,written 
touching this matter, wherein he:learnedly, ſoundly and re- 
ligiouſly retuteth cheir grollc opinion z anely lerme defiroy 


_ their building which they ercct.vpon the example of King 


Deaxid.. Foure particulars can; hinder, them:to. make a gene- 
rall concluſion out.of this example :/Fir(t,the.(hort.continu- 
ance of thatplague,for the ſpace of. three dayes, ot of a halfe 
of a day,as ſome of the learned are of c pinion zwhoſe reaſons 
I will noralleage, which left him no timeto deliberate vpon 
departure.Second)y, the.generaliticof the-Peſtilence, being 
{pred.trom Danto Beerfoebaby, which left him no place free 
to.go ynto:ferwhither ſhould he flic, ſeeing thatthe: peſti-

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Angel having not yet, or very ſparingly touched the head 
Citic, 1.Cbrox,21. 15.the Lord repenting of the cuill, when 
the Angel came to leruſalem : theſe toure particulars are able 
to calt downe their building, and to giſprooue their conſe- 
quence : Dazid fled not, Ergo,it is vnlawiull forany man to 
deparr:the true conſequence,if we would argue out of this 
place,might be this: Dazid & the Elders departed not: Ergo, 
letnot Magiſtrate forſake his Citie, nor the Miniſter his 
flocke. Hauing pluckt out the weedesand the thiltles, let vs 
asthe good husbandman ſow the good ſcede, As thisthen 
prooueth notthevnlawfulneſle of departure;ſo on the other 
lide,it doth commend vnto ys king Daw; praying, and his 
ſpirituall departure, teaching vs that in thetime of plague, 
our firſt and principall care ought to bee, as welt before our 
departure, as in our departure if we are ſo minded;(for I vrge 
no necefſitie of it) to flie andrunne bythe feete of faith and 
prayer tothe name'ofche Lord, which being forgotten,otmit= 
ted,or negligently pratiſed,maketh our departure vnlawfal. 
Imitatethe King then,O ye righteous ſoules,in this threate= 
ncd tempelt of the plague,let your ſoules take (the wings of 
a Doue the motion and agility of the ſpirit cf God, and let 
them flic by the ſtrength of their prayers to the boſome of 
Gods mercies where they ſhall be at reſt. Daxid in this his 
going to the name ofthe Lord,hath ſhowen and manifeſted 
fourc things:His Conſcience, Humilitie, Memory, Wiſedome. 
His Conſcience, that it was good:his Humilitic,great : his - 
Memoriegholy : his Wiſedome, right. 
Touching the firit, the ſpirit of prayer is a figne of a good 
Conſcience ; for as Tert»{tan ſpeaketh, Lib.de caff.Oratio de 
conſcientia procedit fi conſcientia erubeſtat, ernbeſcet oratio, 
Prayer doth proceeds [rom the Conſcience:ifthe Conſtience bluſh, 
prayer will alſo be aſhamed. O it is an excellent thing that we 
can gtue our {clues to this holy exerciſe: lerone haue riches, 
honour, pleaſures, let him be adored as a little god,ifhe haue 
notthe ſpirit of prayer to puſh him forward with Daw, in 
the mid(t of his felicitic, he is moſt miſerable.

Many haue 
practiſed. the art of memorie, according to the memoratiue 
Arct,and precepts of memorie, which appoint places, and 
their furniture, for the helpe of ſuch ag are ynexperienced ; 
but ler vs practiſe the art of this holy memorie, let God be 
the ſubieR,& in this our afflicio,let theſe be our helpes:Firll, 
letvs remember in our praier the commandement of God, 
P/at-50.Secondly the name of him, whom we callvpon,that 
itis Jebozab, Lord, our God,a God not in ſhew, but in ſub-

tures. The example ofthe bodily Phyficians, of which ſome 
depart in thetime of plague, hath much force to make vs 
haſten our departure; how muchimore ought the practiſe of 
the ſpiritual Phyſicians ſpurre vs forward vpon our ſpirituall 
voyage. Thirdly, the danger, which is threefold, (/» nobs, 
circa nos,comra nes) In vs,round about vs,againſt ys. In vs the 
plague of (in:round about vs,the fire of the preſent plaguz:ia- 
gainſt vs, Sathan-who ſeeketh to make vs curſe the Lord,and 
the fireof Gods wrath and anger: To auoid this threefold 
danvger,run to the Towreand to this bleſſed Zoar,The fourth 
motiue, is the deſire of lifeand health; we need at this time a 
double health, che health of the ſoule and body Mer ys there- 
fore goe boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may receie mercy, 
and find grace to helpe in time of need, Heb.q.16,VVhy went that 
woman which was diſcafed with an iffne of blood twelue 
yeares vnto Chrilt,but that ſhe might recetne herhealth:ver/; 
12, The licknelle of the plague is an iſſue of blood, which be- 
ing once opened, will euer run,and keepe a courle it it be not 
ſtanched by the power and mercie of God: which mercicis 
onely obtained, by going vnto his ſacred name: to obtaine 
this double health, David went vnto this place, I,Chroy.2 1, 
that the plague of his ſoule might be healed, and the bodily 
plague be remooued. If weare as it were dead for ſorrow, 
prayer will reuiue vs, for itis, Vita anime,the life of the ſoule: 
& as Chryſtermeth it, Eff anima ipfire anime, 1t i the ſoule ofthe 
ſeule. If we goe into th: Countrey which cannot ſauce vs;how 
muchrnore ought we to flie to: this name, which hath the 
power todo it:this his power, being accompanied with mers 
cy and kindnelle, for thou O Lord, art good and gracious, 
and of great compaſſion.P/a1.$ 6. Fiftly experience of good 
fuccetle,isthelaft motive,they which haue fled to this place, 
have not beene ſtopped by the way, but haue had good 
ſpeede. Goe' vnto King Fexekiah, Hob, Danid, and thereſt, 
and they will preach vnto youby experience,the experience 
of this ſaccelle. This ſuccefle is grounded vpon three things, 
aSyponthree firmepillars;the Power, the Willand Promiſe, 
the Goodnefle and mercic of God. |

the hand of that Phyſician hath beene able to maſter it, the 
leaſt finger of his right hand being of more puillance, then 
the whole arme of fl: (h.

_ an{wered iultly,then be not a King any longer). for ſeeing 
that he hath promiſed it,he is allo willing, his promiſe being

lingnetle, mercie, and goodnetle of the Prince to have vs; 

maketh vsalſo willing to goe to himzwho more willing,then 

he that is cur Father, our $ auiour, then he chat hath ſuffered 


Neuer lap of the mother hath beene ſo open to her babes, as 
the bowels of Gods compaſlions are opento the righteous. 
Harken to this, yee faint ſpirits, be ſtrengthened yee weake 
hands and feeble knees, receiue this comfozt,that he hath de. 
{ik liucred,he doth deliver, hee yet will and can deliver. I ende 
Uh this point with the 13.14-and 15. verſcs of the 10.Chapter 
of the Epiſtle to the Romanes: wherein beholda ſingular 
and compendiousgradation. As they that would come to 
King Salomon fitting vpon his throne, were faine to runne 
vp hlaxe ſtaires (for his throne, was mounted ynto by lixe 
ſaires) fo theperfeRion and confummaticn of man going 
( - to the throne of the true Sa/om0% Ieſus Chriſt;aſcendeth and 
ariſeth by ſixe degrees: the higheſt and the happicſt. ſlaires 
1, being, inuocatingand ſauing, praycrand deliverance. Theſe 
Mi; arc then the fiue reaſons, by which wiſe Chriſtians ovght to 
be guided, I imitate King Dax1ia,only reforting to the wings 
of the Lordsfauour. And herein we ſhould be wiſe, jt we leuel 
our hearrsand affeions at the very rig! t center and marke 
of prayer ( which is the name ot 7ehoxah alone) and the 
period or ſcope in whom ourrcqueſts muſt end.

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that the Lord fendethhis Sergiaot and-heaverly PurGphane 
to arrelt chemthen they returne to runne to this place, What 
name ſhall we giue ycu ( O yee of licile faith ) but the name 
of weake Chriitians? Pur not your truſt inthe ſonne of man, 
for there is no belpe inHim, P/al.146. There isa ſecond 3+ 
ſort, winch runne onely to the ordinarie creatures, deridin 
the name /chouah, yea denying that there ever hath beene, 
or isyet at this preſent,ſuch a place to be found, whereunto 
the righteous 1s preſerued, ſuch as Daxid deſcribeth in the 10. 
P/alme,; . 4.. Which ſzeke not God, but contemme him, and thinks 
they ſhall newer be mooned. O yee meere Athcilts, what name 
deſerue you,þut that name,which the Lord himſelfe giuech 
you, P/al. 14.1. the name of fooles?It Cain hath beenereited, 
becauſe hee offered an vnwortiie ſacrifice, what deſecue 
they that offer none at all? The third fort runne to a place, Zo 
whoſe rnameis Hell,ſeeking to Sathan and hisartes, gadding 
to the woman of Endor,or tothe Idoll of Ekron, as Saz, as 
N:re,as luhan: Returnegreturne,O yee wretched and bewit- 
ched ſonnes of men, with the name ofdeuilliſh idolaters, The 4 
fourth ſort, ſecketh to dwell vnder the proteion and allu- 
rance. of their merites and good workes: but theſe alas, as 
Bernard writeth on the 91. Pſa/meare illlodged and hauc a 
poore Tabernacle,the diucll hath ſoone blowen- that away. _ 
The laſt ſort, are the ſuperſtitious Papilts,who in thetime of #7 
plague runne to the houſe of the Spider to be preſerued, to. 
[tickes and (Fones,mettals and papers, Angelsand Saints,and 
principally to Saint Sebaſtsan for as cuery licknelle & diſeaſe 
hath his Apothecarie and Phyſician among them: So the 
plague hath Saint S:ba/7zav, vnto whom with their families 
they ruane to bee preferued. Thatexecrable P/aiter of the 
Virgine Marie,compiled by them,maketh her to bechis ſecret 
lace whereunto wee ought to runne : the prayer of Damid 
which he made being vilited with the plague,P/al.3 8.18 blal- 
phcmoully avuſed in this maner,9 Lady rebuke me not int11ne 
anger neither chaſhſe mein thy wrath: The 91.Pſ/atme is inthe |» 
like maner abulcd, ho ſo aweleth inthe ſecrer of the bleſſed Vir- 
gin,&c,ButO ye blind ſeduse:;s of fou'e;;it may be farlt a _ "7

lengeynto ycu all,that neither Danid,Iob or Ezechiabvilited 
with the plague went to Cherub or Seraphin,Gabriel or Rae 
phael, rabis or Hoſes : whom haue [ in heanen but thee? 
faith Dawd: he ſaithnot, that he had a THoſes or a Samnel: 
have all theſe erred ? Euen ſo willy e with them. Secondly, '- 
yee goe to then that cannot helpe you, let them ariſe, ifthey 
can helpe you in the time of your miſerie, /ere.2. In the fa- 
mine of Samaria, 2.Reg.s. a woman crying to the King, 
helps me,O King, hee anſwered, ſeeing the Lord dath wot 
ſuccorr thee, how ſhould T helpe thee? Concluding ſecond- 
ly, that if the Lord withdraw his helping hand, it lieth not 
in the power ofmortall man to helpe. So wee may anſwere 
the Papiſts crying in the time of plague to their Sebaſtiay, 
helpe and,aid vs Saint Sebaftias, If itlieth notin the power 
of mortal men that are liuing with vs to helpe, how much 
leſſe can they that are dead? And farre leſſe, one that perhaps 
hath never beene? As for the Angels, they are diſpleaſed 
that ye come to them,to thruſt ypon them ſuch a dangerous 
honour:they may fay as Daid, Pal. 115-Not onto viO Lord, 
not wnto v5,e&c, they that refuſed a farre ſmaller offer ypon 
the earth,the onely bowing of the knee vnto them{See 1hoxu 
doe 5t wot ) will bee much more diſcontented, to ſee the 
knees of the heart to ſtoup to them for the ceaſing of the 
plagne : foralthoughan Angel ſmote ſeuentic thouſand in 
thetime of Danid,yethe was but the ir:{trumene, God onely 
the acent,and therefore he onely to be prayed vnto. If the 
Papilts reply that they intreate onely Saint Sebaſtian to 
ſpeake vnto God for them; the anſwer is, that God needeth 
nota Sebaſtian, nor any Saint ſo cuer, to be his Maſter of Re- 
queſts:this isa ſervice notynmeet for the gouernours of the 
earth?the Lord is not like vnto carthly Frinces, vnto the 
which may be ſaid, that which /ethro ſ>id,Exoa.18. to Mo- 
ſes, the thing is too heanie for thee, thou art not able' to doe it 
thy ſelfe alene : for the Almightie is able to doe it alone, 
Rcitheris there any defe&t in his hearing, whoſe cares are 0- 
pen tothe prayers ofthe poore. Let vs therefore hold Chri(t 
Jeſusalonefor the Maſter of Requelts;itis he onely that can 
preſent 
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reſent our requeſts which we make vnto the Lord for the 
ccaling of the plague:let others run where they will,to ſtickes 
and tones fromthe vame of the Lord : I doe youno iniurie 
roimputethis to you, for as Hiarie writeth ypon'the firſt 
P/alme,lt is as great an offence tomake a'new, as todeniethe true 
God. The Lord annoyne your eyes with his eye-ſalue,that ye 
may returne to flic to the name of /ehonab. As for vs,we will 
follow the holy Canon and leauethe broad way,whoſe end 
is deftryuQion,ſaying with Danid,P/al.11:1,[nthe Lordput [ 
mytraſt ow ſay ye ther, tomy ſoule,flit $0 your:mountain as a bird. Mach, 

I endthe firſt branch of this diſcoorſewiththat holyEpipho- 
neme of King Daid,P/al.146. 5. Bleſſed i hee that hath the 
God of Iicob for bu helpe, whoſe hope u in'the Lord ha God. 

Aﬀer the name of the place, and other circumſtances,there. The ſecond 
follo«cth in the two'places,the condition, properties,qualicy: party the pro- 
andfafenelle ofthe place whereuntowemuſtrun inthe time f7ee* Wn 
ofthe plague.The ſonnes of men in ctherime of infeion,be- _ 
fore their departure,have a ſpeciall regard of the place where 
they will goe, of the ſituation, nature,and ſuch like, ad. 
being led by the preſcription” of the Phyſician ; Secondly, 
by their owne minde, they make choyſe:commonly of at 
place in which they perceive theſeſeuen propertiesfollow- 
ing: and although Salowey here maketh mention but of one,

Secondly, men makechoyie of a pleaſant and deleable 
place, both for their bodies and ſoules, where there [is good 
companie to recreate themſeluesin their forrow and exile, 
foode and neceſlaries for their bodies, further by the riucr 
ſide,or where there is good water:laſtly, where they may al- 
ſo hauefood for their foules, the word of God Preached.

Some haue returned and ſome haue 
diced there, but as for the name of 7ebouah, thy ſoule is cer- 
taine to'be preſerueJ,ifthither ſhee taketh her recourſez and 
as they onelycſcaped the flood,that centred intothe Arke of 
Naah:So likewile,they that enterinto this incorruptible and 
immortall Arke, ſhall only be ſafegarded from thedeluge of 
affliftions.

ysnot draw backe, that we may receiue a cure both'for our 
foules and bodies,and deſerue a commendatiun both by 
God and other nations, and thereby giue occafionvnto the 
Lord to ſhew his omnipotent power in the ceaſing of the 
plague: and to doe an actin England conuenient to hisnas. 
ture, and glorious to his holy name. And as /acob wreſtled 
with the Angeland would notlet him goevatill he had re- 
ceiued the blefling : So letvsas it were (trite with the Lord 
by our prayers, and let him not goe vntill he haneheard vs, 
in that which weaske of him in this afflited time. Lec our 
prayers be nowas the ſhowers of theraine,ifthe firſt ſhowre 
faileth of watering the carth ſufficiently:theſecond,the third 
or the fourh,wil fulfllchethirſt thereof. Letlvs be like yn- 
to the widow, Luk.18. and our importunitie will draw him 
ynto audience : but yerlet vs hold a better opinion of the 
Iudge of the world,then ofa common vulgar friend, It de- 
lighted his caresto heare ourredoubled obfecrations,and he 
ſulpendeth our defiresin expeRation, that we ſhould beim- 
portunate to craue. The bodily Phyſician cannot away 
with the importunate patient: but God, King a 4 Habak2.3

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ficiangloutth theimportunate prayer, & more acceptable is 


to him the ead of our prayer then the beginning. I would 
the children of light were as wile in their generation,as the 
wodden Prieſts, 1.Reg.18. who cried long to Baal: yea cut.

ought not weethen doeto obtaine our ſuite? Let nothing 
then mooue vs to returne:but as the King of the Philiſtines, 
1.Sam.6. though they had Calucs at hume, yet they kept 
the ſttaight way to Beth/hemeſ,and held one path : turning 
neither to the right,nor tothe left hand z neither euer ſtood 
(till,till they came into the field of 1o/aah.So in our going to 
the name of [ehowah,the atteiun of our ſoules bearing the 
Arke and coffer of our (uice,though it hath worldly allure« 
ments to'draw 1t backe, as the Kine had Caſues: yer let it in 
the way to the houſe of God,as they toBethſhemeſh,hold one 
path of perſeyerance,turning neither tothe right or left hand 
with waudring cogications;till it commeth into the field and 
garden of God, and there let it remaine. Many heretofore 
hauing not continued in the Countrey, in their haſty retur- 
ning haue fallen ficke,and died:So:many hauing not contie 
nued in this ttrong bulwarke, have endangered both body 
and ſoule.

MMath.21.22, Without this, there is 
no going thither.Row,10,14+ But as righteouſnes and trueth 
kifle cach other, ſomult prayer andfaith, which is the ground 
of prayer:firſt belecue;and then ſpeake, this wasthe order of 
Daxid,Pſal.116. this faith will make vs acceptable. to the 
Lord of that ſoile, and make vs finde fauour at his hands:

the patient hadfaithto ſpeake vnto God:the greateſt enemic 


to theefficacic of our prayeris diltruſtfulnces. And therefore 


God forbid (aith. e/Anguſtine that whet {wee deſire God to doe

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in our hearts. A heathen man Seneca could fay, he that as.keth inHippolito, 


fearefully and doubtfull,teacheth him to denie of whom he 
asketh:and men doubting they ſhall not obtaine, make God 
vawilling to heare them, As vnbeleefe did ſhut the doore yn- 
to the Teives that ſome of them enter not into Canaana tipeof 
heauenly Icruſalemſo diſtruftfulgesis able to ſhut our praier 
out of that heauenly Canaan. And therefore as /acob going 


to his father //aac,to receiue the bleffing,pur on the garment + 


of his eldeſt brother,ſo let vs goingto our heauenly father to 
obtaine our requeſt; be cloathed with faith through the righ- 
teouſneſſe of oureldeſt brother Jeſus Chriſt, . Further, this 
confidence giteth vs entric into that place. Open the gates, 
ſaith. the prophet, E/:26.2.that the righteous Nation which 
keepeth faith,” may enter in, Faith isa key thatopeneth vn- 
to v$-the gates of the citic. Thirdly, this turniture is-necetla.

Fittly, this Exercite is commendable, becauſe itis able to 
irengthen vs. Some inthe Countrey doe ſpend their time1n 
Exerciſes, by which they may maintaine their health, and- 
ſtrengthen their bodies, that they may bee ableto doe any 
thing: the Exerciſe of praicr is good to make vs recover the 
health of our ſoules, which was waxen weake : as this preſent 
begun plague,and your preſent exile both doe witneſle. Yea, 
itisable to make vsdoe admirablethings. Was it eucrheard 
that mightie Potentates, as there haue beene many: eAlexan- 
der the great, /nlizs C2ſar and therelt,could make the Sunne 
or the Moone to ſtand ſtil] in the firmament ? And yetthis 
hath donethe prajer of /o/#ab. Have there euer beene any ar- 
mics (@ great and mightie, which could make the Earth. to 
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tremble vnder their feet ? No beloued : the mightie armie of 
Xerxe could not docit, and yet this hath! doneithe praicrof 
the Apollles, e497. 4, Who hath cuer heard that it hath been 
pollible to mortall man, to raiſe the dead and to giue lifeto 
the deceaſed ? The Phyſicians doe acknowledge their im- 
potencie,and yetthis hath done the praier of Elzem, As the Heb: Ir; 
Apoſtle then in the commendation of faith, rehearſeth the 
wonders which they baue wrought by faith : So it may bee 
ſaid of praier which is done in. faith : by praier Aſoſes divi- 
dedthe red re3:by praler /o/ua beat down the wals of /eriche: 
by prai:r Sidr«ch and eAbednago quenched the fire: Damel 
{topped the Lyons greedieand deuouring throates © the A- 
polties opened the priſons and brake their bands. And I 
will yet adde one thing, by praier, brethren,you ſhall be able 
to oucrcome him, whois invincible. The Lord hath belie- 
ged and beguirt yuur Citie by his deſtroying Angell, the one- 
ly meanes to re{ilt him, and to make him retire, are your 
humble praiers: O the admirable force of praier, which 
ouercommeth him who overcommeth al things! may com- 
pare the praiers of the righteous to the haires of Sampſon: as 
long as his head was adorned and couered with them, hee 
was in a maaer inuincible, hee brake the cordes and roapes 
wherewith he was bound :.his ſtrength lying in his haire; but 
being ſhaven, his ſtrength went from him, he waxed weake 
and like other men, All your [trength beloued lieth in your 
praicr, aS long as you excrciſe four ſelues therein, you ſhall 
be able toreli(t,] ſay nottheeyrants& the deuil,but the Lords 
Angel himſelfe.
